Mattapoisett Non-Profit Is All Hands

Nearly two months ago on April 25, Nepal 
was devastated by an earthquake measuring 7.8 on the 
moment magnitude scale (MMS). Aftershocks of similar 
magnitude continued to destroy homes and buildings of 
historical significance throughout many Nepalese districts 
in the days that followed, causing vast loss of life and 
sustained injuries to the residents and tourists of those 
districts. Then, on May 12, another aftershock reaching 
7.3 MMS struck the region. Through it all were volunteers 
from the Mattapoisett-based non-profit organization. All 
Hands Volunteers, who mobilized a professional team in 
Nepal beginning on April 28 - only three days after the 
first earthquake. 

All Hands Volunteers, or AHV, has been 
around in some form or another since the Indian Ocean 
earthquake and tsunami in 2004. The organization 
germinated when its founder, David Campbell, dropped 
everything to travel to Thailand in the wake of the 
tsunami as an independent volunteer. 

"He was completely horrified by the human 
suffering and he took himself over to Thailand to see 
how he could help," said Rachel Deery, grant writer for 
AHV. "When he got there he realized something - a lot of 
people had the desire to help, but they weren't able to be 
productive." 

Deery' s re-telling of Campbell's transformative 
experience revealed the central challenge of being an 
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independent volunteer in an immediate crisis. The 
independent volunteer has an intense desire to help, 
but isn't sure about the best way to go about serving the 
stricken community. So, after volunteering in Thailand 
(and later applying the same model to domestic disaster 
relief after Hurricane Katrina in 2005), Campbell founded 
AHV in order to harness the humanitarian efforts of 
independent volunteers. It's clearly an organization that is 
both needed and successful in accomplishing its mission. 

"We've done 52 projects in the past 10 years," 
Deery said. "We've mobilized 30,000 volunteers from 77 
countries. It's what makes us unique in disaster settings 
- the efficiency in getting volunteers there, they're multi- 
skilled, they bring an amazing sense of compassion and 
they develop relationships with the affected communities 
because we set up our bases right in the affected 
communities." 

Currently, AHV has seven projects running. Some 
of these projects keep some volunteers close to home by 
providing domestic flood relief to Houston and Detroit 
as well as assisting with long-term rebuild programs 
in New York in the continued aftermath of Superstorm 
Sandy. Abroad, AHV has two programs in the Philippines 
in response to the region's typhoons, one program in 
Malawi, Africa that is a partnership with the United 
Nations, and, of course, the current project in Nepal. 

"We basically empower volunteers, these people 
who have a lot of energy and passion and are moved to

help out and make it so that they are productive and are 
not a burden to the community/' Deery explained AHV's 
approach to service. 

In the event of a crisis, AHV first sends a 
professional team to the region to establish a permanent 
base. The team works with many organizations - from the 
United Nations to the Red Cross - to collect assessment 
data, determine the community's immediate needs, and 
coordinate with independent volunteers who submit 
applications to AHV. 

"We don't send in volunteers right away; we have 
to see whether we're needed. When it becomes apparent 
that we're needed, we set up," Deery said. 

Deery also cited the need for extended volunteer 
projects, not just immediate disaster relief. 

"After the dust settles in the disaster, there's a 
long process for recovery. These things can't be rebuilt 
all at once. We have the infrastructure, the roads, the 
houses, the schools," she said. This is why AHV still has 
two projects in the Philippines, one to rebuild schools and 
permanent homes and another to rebuild fishing boats

about a year ago in the typhoon. 

The AHV volunteer program in Nepal is the 
organization's latest international service initiative. 

"It seems really grave at the moment," Deery said. 
"There is a lot to be done and there are a lot of people 
who are displaced at the moment. Over 700,000 homes 
have been destroyed or damaged. And the monsoon 
season is starting as we speak and is causing landslides. 
More people whose houses are being destroyed are being 
displaced." 

Some of the key volunteers supporting AHV's 
disaster relief in Nepalese are Old Rochester Regional 
High School students. According to Deery, Seijal Parajule, 
whose family is from Nepal, "came up with this idea to 
do a car wash to raise money for Nepal because there 
is so much that needs to be done." The car wash and 
accompanying bake sale was a massive success, with 
Parajule, her family and classmates raising a little over 
$ 2 , 000 . 

"The day of the car wash the Fire Station gave 
us the venue there and Village Signs gave us free signs 
and Uncle Jon's gave us coffee for the day, so it was a 
community event," said Heidi Dubreuil, Development 
Associate for AHV. 

Dubreuil also said that Parajule and her 
classmates are continuing to fundraise for AHV's efforts 
in Nepal. 

"They're still raising money and bringing it on 
their own. It's pretty amazing," she said. 

Additionally, the senior class at Old Rochester 
Regional donated their senior gift to AHV. This is 
particularly exciting to Parajule and her classmate, Alex 
Friedman, both ORR seniors, who will be volunteering in 
Nepal this summer. 
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"We're not rebuilding quite yet," Deery said. 
"We're responding to the humanitarian needs. We have a 
professional staff there that is coordinating volunteers to 
go out in the community We are removing rubble from 
properties, distributing tarps, blankets, rice, hygiene 
kits, deconstructing dangerous buildings, building child 
safe learning centers. We work on a number of fronts. It 
depends on the day; it depends on what the need is. We'll 
probably end up staying there to rebuild." 

"We're there to accommodate people who want 
to volunteer. We're not trying to sell volunteerism; we 
provide a conduit to people who do want to volunteer," 
Deery added.

Friends of Marion Visiting Nurses

In November of 1914, the Marion Visiting Nurse 
Association was established in an effort to provide quality 
care for members of the community The inspiration for 
the association came when a young lady who cared for 
her family fell ill and was not able to get proper treatment 
as a result of poverty After this tragic incident, the idea 
came to life and a trained woman was able to ease pain in 
the community 

This self-supporting group has been successful 
since its establishment, assisting residents of Marion while 
holding fundraisers and flea markets to raise money to 
support the costs of caring for the ill. 

Eventually, in 1990, the group was taken over by 
St. Luke's Hospital and subsequently became a part of 
the Southcoast hospital system. As a whole, the combined 
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group covers a larger territory. 

According to current President Jeanne Daly, "At 
the time of the merger, St. Luke's allowed them to keep 
the money that they raised and the group developed a 
non-profit." 

This non-profit is known as the Friends of Marion 
Visiting Nurses, which continues to use the interest of 
these previously invested funds to provide scholarships 
and fund organizations committed to "helping the health 
and welfare of the people in Marion," according to Daly. 

The impact of the Friends of Marion Visiting 
Nurses is widespread and perhaps under the radar. 

The non-profit assists well-known caring facilities 
and organizations locally such as the Council on Aging, 
Coastline Community Services, and Community Nurse 
and Hospice. 

Additionally, Daly explained that the group 
underwrites the cost of the senior stretch program, which 
is held at the community house of the Congregational 
Church three times a week. 

Annually, the Friends of Marion Visiting Nurses 
provides scholarships to students of the Tri-Town area 
who are graduating from a public or independent high 
school within the Tri-Town who plan to pursue a career in 
nursing. 

The college-bound graduates "must demonstrate 
academic achievement and community involvement," 
according to the scholarship association. 
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I work with children, teens, adults, and families to 
help resolve social, emotional, behavioral or 
educational difficulties.

Robertson will be attending Saint Anslem College 
and has also done a variety of service work pertaining 
to medical care. In addition to working with nurses at 
Tobey Hospital tending to patients, she volunteered 
in Guatemala to run a health clinic for babies with her 
mother and sister. For Robertson, both of these projects 
helped to reaffirm her career choice. 

Both young women will be provided with $1000 
to assist them in funding their nursing education.

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New Fire Chief Contract Awaits Inking 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Town Administrator Paul Dawson used the word 
"excited" at least seven times as he described for the 
Marion Board of Selectmen how happy newly selected 
Fire Chief Brian Jackvony feels. Jackvony, who comes 
to Marion by way of Cumberland, Rhode Island, was 
recently picked out of a very large pool of applicants. 
Jackvony is the current assistant chief for Cumberland. 

His first day on the job will be July 1. Dawson said the 
contract has not yet been finalized, but he said, "I don't 
foresee anything that will make it fall through the cracks." 
A swearing-in ceremony will be planned at a date to be 
announced. 

The selectmen also met with Police Chief Lincoln 
Miller and several members of the department. Miller 
came forward to update the board on the accreditation 
process the department has been working towards and 
was happy to report that had been achieved. He said the 
three-year accreditation was a full team effort of the entire 
department from patrol officers to detectives. He gave 
special credit to Officer Kathy Ballinger who is on the 
state accreditation team and who helped to shepherd the 
effort through to completion with her attention to details 
and understanding of the accreditation system. Miller 
also thanked Lieutenant Garcia whose assistance aided in 
achieving success. 
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Dawson discussed the new electricity aggregation 
program and the selection of Good Energy whose 
expertise will assist the town through the documentation 
and other aspects of the program. Dawson said the 
public's participation is part of the process. 

"It's important for people to better understand 
the program and give input," said Dawson. He said 
the objective is securing lower electrical costs and price 
stability over time. 

A public written comment period between 
June 17 and July 2 will be allowed, Dawson told 
the selectmen, and all the documents will be on the 
Town's website by June 17. A public hearing during 
the July 7 selectmen meeting for verbal comments will 
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also be provided. Dawson urged the public to review 
the documents in spite of the "boring" nature of the 
material. Comcast's contract was also discussed 

as the renewal agreement was recently written that will 
provide continued service for the next ten years. Dawson 
said he was pleased with concessions made by Comcast 
that will allow ORCTV to acquire new equipment and 
support. The cable provider was unwilling, however, to 
grant special rates to senior citizens across the board, but 
did agree to a modest decrease in cost for those meeting 
financial eligibility guidelines. 

Finally, Dawson invited the public to attend 
a meeting with the Marion Town House Building 
Committee on Tuesday, June 23 at 7:00 pm, at which time 
conceptual drawings and new building designs will be 
available for review. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for July 7 at 7:00 pm at the Marion 
Police Station community room, a change of venue for the 
summer season. 


New Trash System Complaints Continue 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester Town Administrator Michael McCue 
said complaints are still coming in about residents not 
following the new trash and recycling system method 
of curbside placement of trash, and the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen on June 15 wondered what future action 
should be taken if some residents continue to ignore the 
new rules for curbside waste disposal. 

"There have been sporadic reports of very 
excessive additional trash bags in some locations on a 
weekly basis," said McCue during a follow-up interview, 
"as well as obvious recyclables spilling out of trash bins." 

Residents were encouraged to recycle more to 
save the Town money on trash disposal with the addition 
of the 95-gallon recycling bins residents are asked to use 
for recyclable items rather than throwing them in with the 
regular trash. 

McCue said the complaints range from public 
health issues to aesthetic issues as to "some of the stuff

we're seeing out in front of houses." 

"I ask the board to consider perhaps putting 
together a more specific policy as to pick-ups and as to 
the amount that can be picked up," said McCue. 

The town administrator said overall the new 
collection system has been a success but, as with 
anything, "You really don't learn what kinds of bumps 
come up along the way until you hit those bumps." 

The board took no immediate action; rather, it 
preferred to collect more information over the coming 
weeks before considering repercussions for continuing to 
not follow the trash and recycling pick-up procedure. 

"I think we got the word out there," said 
McCue about initially informing the public about the

new automated trash and recycling collection system. 

"I certainly would invite more comments on more of a 
global nature the residents of the Town of Rochester may 
have." 

The board also asked McCue to seek out an 
opinion from ABC Disposal, Inc. Operations Manager 
Jerry Dugan about how he views the progress of the new 
trash system. 

"I think everything is going well, but, with 
anything, it needs a little tuning up," said McCue. 

Also during the meeting, selectmen accepted 
the resignation of the only two serving members on the 
three-member Rochester Personnel Board. The resignation 
of Kelly Sullivan-Morgado and David Ditata comes on 
the heels of a Town Meeting vote that rejected an article 
that would alter the step increases for employees covered 
under the Employee Compensation Plan. The Personnel 
Board assisted in creating the selectmen-recommended 
policy that voters rejected on June 8. 

In other matters. Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Richard Nunes told the board his recent discussion with 
Comcast representatives over establishing live feed 
capability for the Town was unfruitful, at best. 

Nunes said Comcast reps "did not like that 
option" when asked to split the cost of the project 50- 
50 with the Town, which would roughly total $16,000. 
Instead, said Nunes, Comcast insisted either ORCTV 
cover the cost of the live feed capability or the Town of 
Rochester. Nunes said a fair compromise would be for the 
Town and Comcast to split the cost evenly. 

"Do we want it?" Nunes asked selectmen. "And if 
we do want it, how are we going to fund it?" 

Selectman Bradley Morse said he needed more 
time to digest the information, and Selectman Naida 
Parker questioned whether live feed capability was 
necessary at all. 

Nunes' argument was that the Town could use 
the live feed to broadcast directly from the Police Station 
in the event of an emergency. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for June 29 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

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Marion Prepares for Full-Service Gas Station 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board's meeting on 
Monday, June 15 was made easy by a mellow agenda. 
After engaging in a discussion about the board's pending 
comments to the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals for 
the First Congregational Church's appeal of a proposed 
abutting housing project, care of Bill Saltonstall, the 
board held two pre-submission conferences for upcoming 
construction projects. The first was a continuation for 
the Tucker Lane Solar Farm and the second was G.A.F. 
Engineering's first time before the board on behalf of the 
gas station located at 439 Wareham Street. 

The board concluded the Tucker Lane Solar 
Farm's pre-submission conference by agreeing that, 
although the environmental assessment seemed excessive 
given the board's knowledge of the property, it was 
appropriate given that the solar farm is the first project 
following the Town's approval of the new solar bylaw. 

"I don't believe there's an environmental impact 
that we're going to see from this," Clerk Norman Hills 
said. "I don't believe there are any long- or short-term 
impacts that don't already exist on that site." 

While Hills initially expressed that the 
environmental assessment would not be necessary, he 
pointed out that the project would still need to go before 
the Marion Conservation Commission. 

Planning Board Chairman Robert Lane, 
however, advised his fellow board members to proceed 
conservatively on this project. 

"I, for one, would like to see an independent 
professional confirm these views," he said. 

While Lane agreed with Hill's comments about 
the property, he stressed that given the new solar bylaw, 
the board should seek an informed outside opinion 
rather than base its judgment on board members' initial 
impressions. 

"I think it's only reasonable considering it's the 
first time since the bylaw," Lane argued. 

Ultimately, the board agreed that the Tucker 
Lane Solar Farm must work with the board's selected

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consultant as soon as possible after submitting the site 
plan. 

The board asked a number of questions 
during the pre-submission conference for the new gas 
station, which hopes to operate the existing station at 
439 Wareham Street for the 2015 summer season. The 
owner is currently working with the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection and the Marion 
Fire Department to ensure that the current infrastructure 
is approved for use, but will be appearing before 
the Planning Board and Conservation Commission 
throughout the summer in preparation for new 
construction that will hopefully be completed by the 2016 
spring season. 

Along with G.A.F. Engineering, the board heard 
from the project's architect, who revealed conceptual 
drawings of the saltbox-style retail space accompanying 
the gas station. G.A.F. Engineering explained that the 
full-service gas station would feature at least 34 parking 
spaces, two curb cuts on Route 6 and Mill Street, and a 
footprint less than 5,000 square feet. 

"There's a real desire to make this friendly to 
trucks and vehicles with boats," G.A.F. Engineering said. 

The plan also features a front porch and extensive 
landscaping.

Under the Town's Zoning Bylaws, a garage or

over persistent unresolved issues at Brandt Point Village 
at the June 15 Mattapoisett Planning Board meeting. 

A change in ownership of the subdivision and 
in the contractor performing work on the site has caused 
the project to start and stop over the course of the last 
six years with only a few homes being completed and 
road construction incomplete.

work thus far and also requested that as-built plans be 
presented as an overlay to engineered drawings, making 
final review an easier process.

More Allegations of Lalli Wetlands Violations 

Rochester Conservation Commission 

By Jean Perry 

The Rochester Conservation Commission 
reluctantly continued the Enforcement Order and 
wetlands violations matter for Dustin and Travis Lalli 
until its next meeting to allow for a site visit, but denied 
the Lallis' request for a three-month extension on filing a 
Request for Determination to delineate the wetlands on 
their property located off High Street. 

The matter of alleged wetlands violations 
committed by the Lallis was first brought to the 
commission's attention back in June 2014, and during 
the June 16, 2015 meeting, the commission had a second 
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anonymous complaint letter from a resident near the Lalli 
property with new allegations of wetlands violations in 
addition to the repeated requests for a RDA that was due 
back on May 1, 2015. 

This time, the Lallis brought attorney Andrea 
McKnight, who promised the commission that the Lallis 
would follow through with their responsibilities if 
given three more months to have the wetlands specialist 
determine whether or not the wetlands in question are 
in fact wetlands. The Lallis maintain that several areas of 
concern are not actually wetlands, calling one of the areas 
nothing more than "a gigantic puddle" in the middle of 
the property 

The commission cited the stockpiling of dirt 
and the digging of trenches that empty into a cranberry 
bog reservoir as significant areas of concern; however, 
the Lallis assert that the trenches were dug to reroute 
stormwater runoff coming from the Connet Woods 
development that abuts the Lalli property 

"Another is an excavating area Travis Lalli 
built for the runoff as a catch basin outside the 100-foot 
buffer zone," said McKnight. However, she said, an area 
excavated to build new cranberry bogs was done by the 
previous owner, not by the Lallis. 

As part of their defense, the Lallis also claim the 
property is agricultural land, and McKnight said the Lallis 
sell their agricultural products at farmers' markets and 
report their taxable income as farming income.

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Commission member Laurene Gerrior asked 
Dustin Lalli what he sells at farmers' markets, to which he 
replied, "Eggs, herbs ... hops, lettuce, peas ... arugula ..." 
When asked at which farmers' markets he sold his goods, 
Dustin Lalli corrected McKnight and said he does not sell 
anything at farmers' markets, rather, "I do go to festivals 
to sell them because there's less competition." 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon brought up 
the most recent complaint letter she received in May 2015, 
and told the Lallis that they have to follow-up on the 
letter, even if the claims turn out to be unfounded. 

"We have to follow up . . . we do it every day," 
said Farinon. "We take everything with a grain of salt, but 
we do need to follow up with a site visit." 

The letter alleges that, upon hearing gunshots - 
"lots of gunshots" - the resident went to see from where 
they were coming. The resident wrote that the noise was 
coming from the Lalli property and they observed the 
following, as written in the letter, during numerous visits 
to the site: 

"A large amount of tree cutting that may be 
within your jurisdiction, what appeared to be a pump 
running in a large body of water next to a make shift {sic} 
building and horse corral, I believe the water was being 
discharged in the woods to the south, four wheel drive 
trucks 'mud bogging' in this same body of water, and a jet 
ski in the water. I also observed a dump truck dumping 
dirt in the area of this body of water." 

The resident continued, "The property is a mess, 
junk cars, construction debris, beer bottles and what 
appears to be a large fire pit." 

Farinon later said she believed the Lallis might be 
confused over which wetlands areas are the actual areas 
in question and pointed out that the commission has been 
continuously asking for a site plan and restoration plan

from the Lallis to no avail. 

Farinon took out a state map of core wetlands and 
pointed out the areas in question, including a wet area in 
the center of the property as well as an isolated wetlands 
spot in the northwest. She also expressed concern that 
the Lallis were still referring to one particular wetlands 
scientist who previously stated that she could not take 
on the workload on behalf of the Lallis at this time. She 
encouraged the two men to return to a list of wetlands 
specialist she supplied them in the past and to choose a 
different one. 

Commission members were reluctant to grant the 
Lallis the three months they requested, given the history 
of the alleged offenses and the significant amount of time

that has passed without results. 

"We've been discussing this for about a year," 
said commission member Kevin Cassidy. ". . .We've 
extended at least two or three time to get the wetlands 
delineated." As for the three-month extension, "I 
don't think we should do it," he stated. Instead, he 
recommended the commission visit the site and determine 
how much time to grant at the next ConCom meeting in 
July. 

"Then determine . . . whether or not we're going to 
give you an extension," said Cassidy. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey, standing in the back 
of the room the whole time, recommended the same, 
but added a stipulation that the Lallis include a written 
correspondence from the wetlands scientist they choose, 
including a specific amount of time they will need to 
complete the analysis and generate a report. 

The site visit was scheduled for Monday, June 22 
and the matter was continued until July 7. 

At the end of the meeting, Gerrior brought the 
commission's attention to a Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission article in the June 11 issue of The Wanderer 
where one Mattapoisett resident member asked, "Why do 
we have rules if people are allowed to come in and ask for 
forgiveness later?" 

"And I think we're seeing this, too [in 
Rochester]," said Gerrior, referring to after-the-fact filings. 

Commission member John Teal concurred, saying, 
"We (ConCom) don't want to be bullies. But we want 
things to get done right."

Survey Shows High Risk Behavior at ORR 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
members are digesting some troubling data they received 
June 10 from a youth risk behavior survey taken by ORR 
Junior and High School students in April. The survey, 
which was split into two developmentally appropriate

surveys, asked participants a number of questions 
pertaining to topics such as substance use, sexual 
behavior, violence, physical activity, and dietary patterns, 
and offers state and national statistics for comparison. 

ORR students, overall, scored lower than the 
state and national numbers for the majority of the 
questions, but in some areas, such as dating violence and 
contemplation of suicide, ORR High School students' 
answers suggested a slightly higher prevalence than the 
national average. 

According to the data, 16% of high school 
students at ORR reported a higher rate of sexual dating 
violence within the past 12 months than their national 
peers. Fourteen-percent of males surveyed reported 
experiencing sexual dating violence, and 18% of girls. The 
national average is 6% for males and 14% for females. 

Students were asked if within the past 12 months 
while dating or going out with someone if they were 
forced to perform sexual acts such as kissing, touching, or 
sexual intercourse against their will. 

"Notably, nationally there is a large disparity in 
the rates of sexual dating violence by gender; however, 
the ORR data indicates that males and females report 
experienced sexual violence at similar rates," read the 
report presented to the School Committee by Beth Beatriz, 
a public health specialist and also ORRHS graduate. 

Suicide is the third leading cause of death among 
12 to 19 year olds in the United States. Thirty percent of 
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Rigging, Fiberglass, Carpentry 
Complete Mooring Service/Inspection 
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ORR High students reported that at one point they felt so 
sad or hopeless in the past 12 months that they stopped 
participating in usual activities. Females were more likely 
to report feeling hopeless or sad, 36 %, compared to 
males at 23%. In total, 30% of ORR High School students 
reported feeling sad or hopeless within the past year, 
which is the same as the national rate. 

Seriously considering suicide, however, was more 
likely to be reported at ORR than the students' national 
and statewide peers. 

"Females were more likely than males to report 
seriously considering suicide (19% vs. 12%), making a 
plan on how she would commit suicide (12% vs. 7%), 
and to attempt to commit suicide (7% vs. 6%)," reads the 
report. "It should be noted," the report continues, "that 
among males who reported making a plan to commit 
suicide, almost all (96%) reported attempting suicide." 

Students also reported a higher prevalence of 
cyber bullying than their national peers, 17% over 14%, 
but bullying in general was less likely to be reported at 
ORR than nationally. 

Another significant finding was that both junior 
and senior high males at ORR were more likely to carry 
a weapon than ORR females, with almost 10% of high 
school males who have carried a weapon to school in the 
past 30 days. 

ORR students are less likely to try smoking 
cigarettes, cigars, or smokeless nicotine products than 
their national peers. The survey points out a growing 
trend with e-cigarettes, with 7% of junior high and 24% 
of high school students at ORR reporting currently using 
e-cigarettes. 

The data also shows a significant jump between 
junior and senior high marijuana use, with 7% of junior 
high students reporting having tried it and 47% of the 
senior high students. 

"The majority of our students are doing the right 
thing the majority of the time," said Beatriz. 

Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos said 
administration and staff will use the data to devise some 
action steps to address the tip issues, adding that the 
ongoing conversation will involve parents and students. 
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''This is the start of a new conversation," said 
Frangos. "It's a lot to absorb. It leaves us with a hunger 
for more and certainly a hunger for the answers to this." 

The survey developed by the Centers for Disease 
Control and prevention was devised in the 1990s to 
track the prevalence of risk and protective behaviors 
of teenagers. The full report can be viewed on the ORR 
website by visiting www.oldrochester.org.

them - the lighthouse and the open water beyond the 
stone wall is amazing. It often gives Annie the urge to just 
stop and enjoy the view. The runners surge around Ned's 
Point because it is flat surface, grabbing water as they go. 
There is a short downhill piece which gives Annie a little 
breather before she will hit the Mattapoisett Road Race 
version of Heartbreak Hill: Oakland Street. 

Annie knows some of the runners will have 
turned up the volume on their headsets so they can't hear 
how hard they are breathing. But everyone pushes on 
because the fans are out in front of their homes cheering 
them on. Many have music playing loud enough for the 
runners to hear. Facing the last two miles is the moment 
when Annie tells herself she will finish no matter what. 
Some people have given up but most are still moving. 
Over the years, Annie has spoken to enough participants 
to know how important finishing is. Last year she had a 
chance to talk to Joe Fernandez, the oldest person to run 
the race. Still running in his early 80s, Joe thinks this is 
one of the best races and visually "picturesque." 

The turn on to Oakland Street if the sun is out is 
torture. At least it is overcast today. Now Annie and the 
other runners are faced with the need to push themselves 
physically and mentally. One of the "senior" runners told 
Annie that Mile 4 is her "Wednesday" mile, also known 
as her "hump" mile. And, of course, there are all those 
runners who are passing Annie which just gets her mad, 
especially the ones who are obviously older than she 
is. She consoles herself by thinking they have had more 
practice than she has. Of course, she knows this is just 
delusional thinking; in her heart she knows they are just 
in better shape and better runners than she is. 

Heading into the last mile next week we will 
hear how Annie, Charlie and others feel as the finish line 
comes into view.

The data collected 
through the Baywatchers program form the foundation of 
the Coalition's efforts to restore and protect Buzzards Bay.

Using a water testing kit, 
Baywatchers collect samples and measure salinity, 
temperature, water clarity and dissolved oxygen at the 
site.

Noted organist Barry Turley will give an organ 
recital on the historic George S. Hutchings organ in the 
First Congregational Church in Marion, Massachusetts, at 
4:00 pm on Sunday, June 28. 

His program will include works by J.S. Bach, 
Vivaldi, Mendelssohn, and American composers William 
Selby, Henry Dunham, and Daniel Pinkham. 

Dr. Turley, organist at All Saints Memorial 
Episcopal Church in Providence, is a popular recitalist 
who has performed widely in Europe and North America, 
including such notable venues as Kennedy Center in 
Washington, D.C., the Cathedral of Notre Dame in Paris, 
and St. Paul's Covent Garden in London. He has been 
heard on national radio and television, and has recorded 
for Gothic Recordings on the Fisk organ in Boston's King's 
Chapel, where for many years he was assistant to noted 
composer-organist Daniel Pinkham.

Honey glue. Starring Adriana Mather and Zach Villa. 
Directed by James Bird. Running time: 107 minutes. 

Passion counts for something — passion and 
respect for idiosyncratic detail. In Honey glue, the 
parents of a dying twentysomething stand in their 
living room and try to talk their way through their 
agony. They want their daughter dead and out of her 
pain — no, they want to die instead of her — no, they 
want to do something , but nothing can be done. The 
exchange, with all its awkward pauses and its rise and 
fall of emotion, takes up perhaps two minutes but feels 
much longer. The language is strange, stilted, grasping. 
It doesn't sound like the way normal people talk, but 
these aren't normal people; they are unwilling tenants 
of a land called Our Daughter Has Terminal Cancer, a 
place full of derangement and grief. 

This is not a perfect movie. Parts of it are 
straight-up terrible. But those are the parts that grew 
on me, because they attempt something, and the movie 
fearlessly works its time-honored trope — dying young 
woman falls in love — in order to illuminate and to 
explore weirder corners. The woman, Morgan (Adriana 
Mather), meets Jordan (Zach Villa) in a nightclub. 

She has gone there alone on her birthday, telling 
her parents she was at a movie. Jordan, a sardonic 
crossdresser, steals her wallet, then thinks better of it 
after a bee stings him. Jordan is putting together a kids' 
book about a bee who falls in love with a dragonfly 
and he's the bee, and Morgan is his dragonfly. 

I believed in the affection that developed 
between them, because the actors have a tender, 
unstable, witty rapport. Morgan's dad, a former 
detective, distrusts Jordan on sight and is implausibly 
rude to him; I agreed to accept that as the father's way 
of trying to protect his daughter from whatever hurt 
he can spare her. But Jordan is for real; he turns out to 



be Morgan's perfect gentle knight, albeit one in a skirt 
and Louise Brooks wig. Jordan lives in a tent on an 
apartment building roof; his presence there is tolerated 
by a junkie acquaintance (Fernanda Romero) who is 
pointlessly vicious to him, and who is connected to 
ethnic baddies to whom he owes money. This thread of 
the movie is ludicrous and needed to go. 

Morgan and Jordan soon get married, after he 
shaves his head out of solidarity with her, and their 
honeymoon is extended and sometimes feels padded. 
There's a truly terrible sub-subplot in which Jordan 
seems to have kidnapped a doctor — though we don't 
see it happen and don't know how it was accomplished 
— so that the doctor can be on call in case of emergency, 
I guess. It's an idiotic thing for Jordan and the movie 
to do, and it has no consequences. This detour more or 
less kills the film. 

But before it dies, it has a bizarre life. I 
respected the difficulty of many scenes. When the 
couple go to visit Jordan's mom (a fine turn by 
Amanda Plummer), it feels almost as if the writer- 
director, James Bird, gave Plummer a basic outline and 
invited her to run with the scenario — you haven't seen 
your son in a decade, you thought sure he was gay, 
and here he is married to a dying girl. Like Jordan, Bird 
has Native American ancestry, and he has a simple, 
unstressed and unfaked sympathy for the outsider that 
a more polished tearjerker like The Fault in Our Stars 
couldn't quite reach. Honey glue — the title refers to a 
plot point in Jordan's book -- has its bad and pompous 
moments, but it also feels lived-in and genuine. I could 
see why these two cared for each other, and I cared for 
them. That is far from anything to sneeze at these days.
